FATAL FALL OF A CHURCH BELFRY. 


It Crashes Through the Roof of a House 


and Injure* ft Woman So Seriously That 
She Will Die—Terrible Effect of a Cy- 
clone on Luke Champlain—A Large 
Is'umljer of People Missing and Prob- 
ably Drowned. 
WixTHiiop, Me., July 9.—About 8:30 


o'clock Tuesday night a very severe wind 
Btorin set in, accompanied by almost in- 
cessant thunder aud lightning, together 
with a heavy gule. The latter rapidly in- 
creased in intensity until it became a 
veritable cyclime. 
Its path was most 


strongly marked on the westerly side of 
tlit: viihige. being some 200 feet in width 
and moving from west to east. The first 
building struck was the residence of S. 
B. Noyes, where it twisted the chimney 
aud injured the stable adjoining. At the 
Beiison house one chimney was torn down, 
another partially demolished, and win- 
dows broken. The heavy tin roofing of 
the- village school building was blown off, 
Inr^f fnimm'nts being carried across the 
villiiye an eighth of a mile, and striking 
the residence of Augustus Thompson 
badly injured it. The chimney and win- 
dows of the school house were also badly 
damaged. 
The Methodist sheds were 


moved from their foundations. 
Huusfi I/uroofetl and Trees Uprooted. 
The chimney of George Webb's residence 


was blown down, aud Mr. Webb in trying 
to shut the door was blown ten feet across 
the room and lauded in a corner. Some 
fifty trees on Main street and in the ceme- 
tery close by were torn up by the roots and 
blown about like twigs. The roof of the 
cotton mil! Tower was blown away, the 
roof of Mrs. Vhmbe Howard's barn torn 
off, and a shed 150 feet long, connected 
with S. (S. Davis' saw mill, was badly 
wrecked and the lumber strewn in all di- 
rections. A barn belonging to Levi Jones 
was moved about five feet. George Glid- 
tleu's slaughter house was completely de- 
rnoli?l]i'(l and other damage was done in 
his sect ion. 
The most terrific force of the 


cyclone was felt in the vicinity of the 
Methodist church. With a loud crash the 
belfry fell, striking upon the residence of 
Chester II. Hhuw, 


A \Vmnan Fatally Injured. 


Mrs. 
r>i>h':iu B. Shaw, Mrs. Shaw's 


motlier. \v:ts just closing a window up- 
stairs v.-lien the great belfry containing 
the bell came crashing through the roof. 
Mrs. Siiaw w;is knocked insensible and 
picked up in a mutilated condition. Her 
head bore fearful abrasions, which must 
have etlected her brain. She is now in a 
comato:-p condition and can live but a few 
hours. Her son and granddaughter bare- 
ly escaped instant death, having just 
cleared the threshold of their stable on 
their return from a drive when the crash 
came. There were many other narrow 
escapes fi oni death from falling trees, 
chimneys and debris. Leauder Bates' car- 
riage was .struck by a large tree, the car- 
riage demolished and Mr. Bates badly 
hurt. The streets were rendered impass- 
able for .-nine time and people are almost 
wild with excitement. Never before in 
the town's history has a storm visited it 
that was fraught with so much damage. 


MANY PEOPLE MISSING. 


Dlnastrom Result of a Cyclone on Lake 


Champlain. 


SARATOGA, X. Y., July 9.—The mag- 


nificent new hotel at Bluff Point, three 
miles south of Plattsburg, on Lake Cham- 
plain, was struck by a cyclone about noon 
Tuesday and badly damaged. The wires 
north of here have been down since noon. 
The nearest point reached by telegraph is 
fifty miles from the hotel, and the only 
facts that can be learned from the opera- 
tor at that point (Port Henry) is that a 
heavy storm prevailed on Lake Cham- 
plain". A number of rowboals were out 
on the lake with people from Bluff Point, 
and sixteen persons have not yet been 
heard from and it is feared they were 
lost. Nobody was hurt at the hotel, but 
the loss to the building will exceed $5,000. 


A Stettm Launch Wrecked, 


One of the guests of the hotel, who was 


on the lake in a small boat, is known to 
have been drowned. The conductor of the 
train from Montreal said that the steam 
launch Nellie, with twelve people on 
board, was wrecked near the Bluff Point 
hotel. Five got ashore in safety and the 
remaining seven are missing. At Port 
Henry ten people who were out in row- 
boats" are missing. The name of the gnest 
known to be drowned is Valley. The tin 
roof of the hotel was torn off by the wind 
and nearly every window in the house was 
shattered. The guests were panic-stricken 
but none were injured. 


The Storm in Vermont. 


VEBiiF.xsES, Vt., July 9.—A terrible 


wind, rain and thunder storm passed over 
Vergecnes Thursday night doing great 
damage. Hundreds of shade trees were 
blown down. The new shed of the Shade 
Roller company was destroyed, the lum- 
ber shed of Wraith & Ketcham ruined, the 
chimneys on the Stevens house blown off 
aud the building badly damaged. 
The 


streets during the storm were filled with 
flying signs, slate, bricks and a black 
cloud of dust. The lightning flashed in a 
terrific manner and the thunder rolled 
heavily. H. T. Roth's wind mill was lev- 
eled. "The steamer Water Lily was caught 
in the storm, but lost no passengers and 
arrived here safely. At Ball's Bluff, N. 
Y., nine men are reported drowned. The 
steamer Oriole reached Plattsburg after 
the storm broke and is safe. The damage 
is very large. 


At Plattuburg, N. Y. 


NEW YOKK, July 9.—A special from 


Plattsbnrg. N. Y., to The Herald says: A 
terrific wind storm passed over this city 
Tuesday afternoon. 
Several lives were 


lost and an immense amount of damage 
was done in a very short time. The day 
was intensely warm and about 4 o'clock 
the atmosphere changed. Suddenly the 
sky was overcast and a regular tornado 
followed. Huge trees were snapped of 
and uprooted, houses were unroofed and 
shattered and the wildest excitement en 
sued.

On May :33 last lie WHS brought to the 
county house aud since that time not a 
morsel of food has passed his lips. 


Not Much Kniluctnl in Flesh. 


As his fast began a wec-k before he was 


brought to the hospital he has existed un- 
der these remarkable conditions for the 
seemingly impossible period 
of 
eight 


weeks; yet he has not reduced greatly in 
flesh, and seems as well as when his fast 
began. He suffers with paralysis, which, 
while not preventing 
his swallowing, 


seem* to affect the other digestive organs. 
He has not even drunk water, but his lips 
are kept moistfljy applying water to them. 
It is a remarkable case, am', one that 
seems to throw all similar ones into the 
shade. 


OBJECT TO THE CENSUS. 


Trouble at the Cheyenne Indian Agency— 


Short of UntloiiH. 


PIEKUK, S. D., July !).—News from the 


Cheyenne Indian agency confirms the sur- 
mises of trouble at that point ovur the tak- 
ing of the census of the red men. About 
4,000 Indians are at present at the agency, 
and they created an open disturoance when 
it was found that no rations could be is- 
sued to them until Thursday. The delay 
in iasuing the rations was caused by the 
fact that the cattle had not been driven in 
from the range, thus leaving the Indians 
almost starving from Monday to Thurs- 
day. 
The Indians also object to be count- 


ed in the census, anil the census will be 
taken with great difficulty. The condi- 
tion of tlie Indians is quite deplorable. 
Tuesday twelve died from consumption 
and lung fever during a lapse of five hours, 
and the physician at the agency had many 
more serious cases on his hands. The sick- 
ness prevails almost entirely among the 
semi-civilized, while the others are sin- 
gularly free from disease.

The 
conversation with the reporter who wrote 
the interview occurred 
on board the 


steamer La-Bretagne during her recent 
voyage from Havre to New York. What 
the minister said and what IIB is quoted 
as Baying are widely different. 
The min- 


ster said that China had been given an 
ample provocation to retaliate in return 
'or the action of the American congress. 
He said that such a proposition had even 
jeen advanced by a few hot heads, but, 
IB added, it had never been for a moment 
entertained, nor was it likely to he. 


Did Not Make the Statement, 


China, he iu formed 
the- interviewer, 


loped that the American congress would 
jet undo the wrong it had done her, and 
10 othur thought at present filled the 
minds of her statesmen. This is the only 
reference the minister made to retaliation 
during the interview. 
Referring to the 


statement that Minister Tsui had also de- 
clared, that after the passage of the ex- 
clusion act Secretary Bayard aud the for- 
mer minister from China formulated a 
new treaty which embodied the exclusion 
law, but that the Emperor of China had 
repudiated it, the minister denied having 
made such a statement. He said there 
was a treaty (ending between the two 
countries when the exclusion act was pass- 
ed. It was « restrictive but not an exchi 
sive obligation. There has been no other 
treaty since.

and policies adopted by the government we 
have been made " The hewers of wood and 
drawers of water," for the favored classes 
who have been made the pets of the govern- 
ment, so long that they have become tyran- 
ical and dictatorial mabters 


Besulved, That we demand from our rep- 


resentatives and senators iu Congress such 
legislation, by which it shall be made the 
duty of the president of trie United States 
by his subordinate officers in the proper de- 
partments to see to it, that upon the forma- 
tion of any combine or trust -that the article 
or articles manufactured by aforesaid trust 
or combine shall be permitted to enter the 
ports of the United States duty free, until 
the trust is broken.
